BILL MACOMBER CAME IN FOR A LONG SESSION TO REVIEW THE

THE PAKISTANI AMBASSADOR INVITED ME TO LUNCH TO GO OVER 
SEVERAL BILATERAL MATTERS, INCLUDING SPECIFICALLY 
BHUTTO'S UPCOMING VISIT FEBRUARY 26 WITH YOU IN NEW 
YORK. 

AFTER LUNCH, I REPRESENTED THE STATE DEPARTMENT AT THE 
SENIOR REVIEW GROUP MEETING ON THE KAGNEW BASE IN 
ETHIOPIA. 

ALSO, DURING THE DAY, I WORKED WITH ED MULCAHY ON ANGOLA- 
RELATED MATTERS AND WITH ROY ATHERTON ON NEA MATTERS. 
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TOMORROW, 1 SHALL BE MEETING WITH THE CYPRIOT 
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AMBASSADOR AND SIR ANTHONY DUFF, THE DEPUTY UNDER 
SECRETARY EOR AERICAN AND MIDDLE EAST AEEAIRS IN THE 
BRITISH EOREIGN OEEICE. 

EROM UNDER SECRETARY ROBINSON 

ZEGHID INDICATED HIS SIGNIEICANT CONCERN OVER THE 
SPANISH SAHARA PROBLEM AND THE GENERAL REELING HE PER- 
CEIVES IN THAT WE ARE BEING TOO SUPPORTIVE OE THE MOROCCANS. 
I WILL BE TALKING TO JOE SISCO MORE OVER THIS. 

MET WITH THE MAJOR US COMPANY SELLING MILITARY EQUIP- 
MENT TO IRAN TO BRIEE THEM ON THEIR RESPONSE TO THE SHAH'S 
INVITATION TO BROADEN THEIR EIELD OE BUSINESS ACTIVITY. 

THEY ARE NERVOUS. 

ADDRESSED THE PACIFIC BASIN ECONOMIC COUNCIL ON CIEC 
AND THEIR RESPONSIBILITY IN HELPING THE US TO MAKE THE 
COMMISSIONS EEFECTIVE AND SUCCESSEUL. 

REACHED AGREEMENT WITH THE SOVIETS ON ALL BUT ONE 
PARAGRAPH OP THE OIL AGREEMENT. OSIPOV IS ASKING MOSCOW 
EOR PERMISSION TO ACCEPT THIS PARAGRAPH WHICH IMPLICITLY 
COMMITS THE SOVIETS TO SET TERMS AND CONDITIONS OP OPPER-

PROBABLY IMPLIES AN OIL PRICE DISCOUNT. THE ENTIRE AGREE- 
MENT IS SUBJECT TO SATIFACTORY ANNEX TO THE MARITIME 
AGREEMENT ON SHIPPING RATES. 

SAHLGREN CAME IN TO DISCUSS HIS APPROACH TO THE UN 
COMMISSION ON TNE'S AND TO SOLICIT OUR VIEWS ON HOW TO 
PROCEED CONSTRUCTIVELY ON THE DEVELOPMENT OP A CODE TNE'S. 

DR. BORLAUG (NOBEL PRIZE WINNER) CAME IN TO DISCUSS 
THE POOD/POPULATION BALANCE AND THE CRITICAL NEED TO CON- 
TINUE EFPORTS TO REDUCE POPULATION GROWTH AND INCREASE 
POOD PRODUCTION IN LDC'S AND TO DEVELOP FOOD AID POLICIES
